The Surround 

When information comes that a suit- 
able hetd is found, the labour is moved 
up and placed at intervals of 100 fect— 
starting Kom the end of one of the funnel 
wing steckades and enclosing the herd 
until the other wing stockade is reached. 
The first surround covers an atca of 
about 20 square miles with a depth 
of about 10 miles. Twenty-four hours’ 
vigilance is required, and at night every 
man has to keep a strong fite. Elephants 
seldom attempt to break through. After 
the first surround, the herd is driven 
towards the stockade, cutting off its 
retreat by posting men helped by tame 
elephants, The men use a rattle made 


of bamboo which makes a ‘clapping 


noise. When everything is ready for 
the final drive into the enclosure, the 
tds are doubled, except near the wings, 
ctween the wings and the gate there arc 
piles of combustible material and there 
is fresh water inside, for the use of those 
to be impounded, 


The Final Drive 

The driving party consists of the 
Kumhkis (trained clephants) and beaters, 
who get into the surround and start 
driving the cleghants towards the enclo- 
sure. The combustible piles arc now 
act on fire~shouta, clappers, and perhaps 
blank cartridges, slowly drive the herd 
towards the gate. The leader is generally 
an old mother-cow and if she can be 





* Kumkis and wild clephants awatting tying. 
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induced, as she must be, into the enclosure, 
the others scramble towards it—the 
gate is then dropped, and Kamdis and 
men ate posted outside it day and night, 
until every elephant has been roped and 
removed. 

Now the driving party with the Kumsis 
elephants get into the Kheda and drive 
the wild ones into the “ roping stockade.” 
Here the tame elephants manovuvre the 
wild ones in twos or threes, se that the 
latter have their rear legs close to the 
ttockade, An expert then approaches 
their hind leg’ under cover of a Kamhi 
and slips a noose over one leg which is 
then fastened to a strong stake outside 
the stuckade, ‘The other leg is then 
treated similarly, Then the mahouts 
on the KumAés slip neck ropes on the 
herd. All this takes onc to three hours. 


The last operation consists in semoving 
the roped animals into the open. 
Generally the biggest is brought out 
firs:. One by one, the ropes are untied 
from the stanchions and tied on to the 
abdomen of a Kamki. When all 
the ropes are tied, the other KumAis 
see thar the wild elephants are kept 
away from the gate which is then raised. 
Struggling foot by foot, the animals 
are at last led out of the stockade and 
Kheda, and are led to the mver where 
each animal may drink a8 much as it 
likes, and coo! itself after its vain struggle 
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for freedom. After this they are led 
to a Pell Khon (a forest: containing a 
number of big trees), Here the repes 
are untied from the KewdAis, and the bind 
legs of each wild clephant are tied to 
a tree behind, and the front legs, and 
possibly the neck, fo a tree in front. 


The iver Drive 

At the end of the final drive —chicfly 
for its spectacular effect the wild 
elephants, after being tied up for some 
days, are let loose and are driven towards 
a fiver, up which they have to swinr 
before being driven into the Kheda 
proner, where they ate kept unty) required 
fof forest work or ate sold, 

The elephants are compelled to enter 
the final Khedda tn this manner. ‘They 
are made to enter the river at a point

opposite the Kheda side, “Vhe downside 
of the siver is blacked so the ciephasts 
have ta swim up the river and hug the 
Khedda bank which is safeguarded by 
stockades, “They swit alomy looking 
for a Janding place. At the point where 
they have to yet to the gate, a few power- 
ful tuskers are posted facing the path 
of the herd. In trying te avoid them 
the wild ones get te the land and cater 
the gate intended for them. 

No ctuchy is ever used to capture 
and tame these huge animals and their 
life after being tamed is a happy onc

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The Future 
Of Polo 
In India 


By G. P. Hall 


HILE writing on the future of 

polo in this country, 1 have to 

admit that its survival is still 
problematical. } wrote an articic for 
the Onlooker in 1944 on this subject, 
and | fear that the immediate post-war 
efa is fraught with even mote difficulties 
than I then anticipated. 

The number of suitable horses 
imported since the close of hostilities 
has heen negligible, and the type of 
countrybred suitable tor the ordinary 
riding enthusiast appears to have been 
swallowed up by the Gymkhana ra 
tracks. ‘The few Walers which have 
arrived in Calcutta are being offered ac 
fancy prices in the neighbourhood of 
Rs. 3,000, and the outlovk can only be 
described as extrenicly bleak. 

One cannot entirely blame the dealees 
for taking advantage of market condi- 
tions, but there is such a thing as killing 
the goose that lays the golden eygs. 
Riding is a habit that is easily dropped 
and the man who has adjusted his budget 
to some other form of sport will ot 
always take it up ayain when opportunity 
occurs. Very wealthy people will, 
undoubtedly, buy up all the horses that 
arc now being ollered, but they are hy 
AG means the main supporters af the 
Raine, and ase just as tikely to drop it 
altogetber if they find that there ace 
fo teams to play against.

Prior to the war, polo was supported 
mainly by the Indian States, the Army 
and the planters.

The Hungry

NE evening, a few years ayo, a 

rather unusual and Moet

First of all, leave him alone. Ten to one he won't give in until 
he feels pretty bad, and all he’ll long for will be peace and quiet.

In A Jar 

T€ your peas are nat tuo fresh, or are 
a little hard, try them like this: Shell 
and place in a jar-—an ordinary jam jar 
with a screw top will do--with a table- 
spoon of butter, a saltspoon of salt, a 
teasppon of powdered sugat, a little 
black pepper and a few mint Icaves. 
Screw on the lid tighdy and inimerse 
it in a degshi half full of boiling water. 
Set on the fire and boil briskly. After 
three quarters of an hour, take out and 
sec if the peas are done. 


The above is quite the best way of 
treating tinned peas, but fur these 


cooking for a quarter of an hour is 
ample. Of course, before putting them 
into the jar, you must drain off the liquid 
in which they were canned and wash 
them in fresh water. The buuer and 
mint have the effect of making them 
taste like tresh peas,

WO films top the list this month. 
Both are British, bue there all 
resemblance ceases. Utterly un- 

like in story, treatment or direction, both 
gave me a thrill of pleasure all too rareh 
experienced in my sereen-gazing round, 
‘The first is “Great Expectations” and 
the second “The Overlanders "and 
if I'm wrong in thinking these tlie have 
the rudiments of greatness, Pll give up 
film-reviewing and write —“* Auntic 
Aggic’s Heartbreak Corner” instead. 


Up To Expectation 

The seal star of “* Great Fixpectations * 
is Charles Dickens. The story is magni- 
ficent. Here is suspense, mystery, 
surprise, a wisp of humour, a touch of 
the tmacabre—everything a good tale 
should have. 

And the telling? Well, not even the 
Dickens Society could deny that this 
film has caught the real Dickensian spirit 
in a way that is eruly uncanny. Most 
costume films have a distressing tendency 
to come out picture-postcardy and 
unreal—a phenomenon more marked in 
the outdoot sequences than the studio 
ones. Usually a petiod costume in the 
open air is a3 unconvincing as a red wig 
at a party. 

Director David Lean, however, has 
made his Dickensian characters live out 
of doors as successfully as within them, 
And talking of direction, don't miss 
the opening sequences of this film. 
Under a lowering sky, along a wiki 
marshland road bordered with gallows- 
trees, Comes running Pip, the frightened 
blacksmith’s boy, to lay flowers on his 
father’s geve. ‘The bough of a tree 

screaking, in the wind is the only sound 

to break the stillness of an ecric dawn. 
Pip steps back--into the arms of an 
escaped and hunted convict. The shot 
of the Qhastly figure of the convict 
throttling the terrar-stricken Pip is ane 
of the most eflective and memorable I 
have ever sten—ir struck a thrill of 
horrer through me that nut all the 
Frankensteins of Hollywood have yet 
done. 


Lam not sure that the jaunty impudence 
of Joho Mills would have been my choive 
for the casting of Pip, but he gives us a 
restrained and sensitive | perfurmance 
which never jars. Bernard Miles is an 
sex blacksmith, pathetically sincere in 
his catthy honesty, whilst as the convict 
Magwitch, that fine old character actor, 
Finlay Currie is superb, Oleaginously 
pompous, fat Francis L. Sullivan is 
excellent as the lawyer. In her faded 
wedding finery and her bird’s nest of 
hair, Martita Tuny is duly isnpressive as 
the eccentric recluse, Miss Havisham, and 
an adequate performatice can be credited 
to Valerie Hobson as the girl with whons 
Pip falls in love.

Perfect Marriage” immediately after

Perhaps I 
am not properly attuncd—“‘ conditioned ” 
they would say—to the Hollywood out 
Juok wherehy a wife brings a Divorce 
Court action againse her husband for 
mental cruclty by weating a ted tie at 
breakfast. Pethaps 1 don’t even agree 
that divorce is a subject for comedy 
anyway. Perhaps I'm even right, 
hecause ‘‘ The Perfect Marriage ” bears 
out my theory by being the drearicst, 
most unfunny go minutes of boredom 
I've ever sat through. 

Dulled and stupiticd hy the repeated 
insults to my intelligence, only iron 
sesulve to discover to what lengths of 
puerility the poducer would go, kept 
the in my seat. Loam therefore in a 
position to inform you that David Niven, 
whose nieretcicious charm always reminds 
me of a Great Portland Stroct second- 
hand car salesman, plays opposite a 
selection of gowns cotttaining Loretta 
Young.

Living Mard 

“The Overlanders ” is an Australian 
documentary interrupted by an 
unnecessary and tenuous story. The 
acting—apart from the star’s--.-is 
mediocre, the comedy deplorable, the

interior sets reminiscent of — the 
“ Westerns” of 20 yeats ago. Why, 
then, have I said that this film has the 
rudiments of greatness? Why was it 
that at times it neatly lifted me‘out of my 
seat with sheer exhilaration ? 


The answer is that this production has 
an inherent quality of honeaty that is 
istesistible. Like a bush wind of the 
country of its birth, it sweeps away the 
tawdry fustian of the cinema's 
subterfuges, distorted values and phoney 
philosophy. Here is a record of man’s 
tadomitability, his courage, his perse- 
verance, the enduring truth of his nobility. 

Based on fact, the film tells the story of 
one man’s endeavour to save a thousand 
head of cattle by driving them 2,000 miles 
across Australia at the time when the 
Japanese theeatened invasion. 


Collecting a small band of volunteers he 
sets out, in the dry season, to make a 
trek never before attermpted—the distance 
from London to Moscow --through some 
of the worst country in the world. We 
follow the fortunes of the drovers through 
crocodile-infested rivers, drought-ridden 
desett: and perilous mountain passes. 
Not long after setting out, two of the 


party who have supplied half the horses, 
desert their leader, taking theie horses: 
with them, Horses are essential, so the 
leader traps some of the wild bush horses 
and breaks them in to cattle droving. 
Shortage of water, their ever-present 
dread, boglands and stampedes, their 
daily experiences, the party finally wins 
its way through tu the cattle resting- 
paddocks, safe from the Japanese. 

That is the simple story—but the 
greatness of this film lies in the way the 
theme has been treated, and in the 
direction. Mainly filmed in the 
Austetian bush, remote from studio 
facilities, here are no fakes, no trick 

hotography, no back-projection, 
‘ivery episode pictuted actually happened. 
The focally recruited cast had to learn to 
tide horses, to face stampeding cattle, to 
swim rivers, to live hard, 

A triumph for Ealing Studio’s Director, 
Harry Wants, “ The Overlanders” gives 
a man-size part to its stat “Chips” 
Rafferty, who, in a Gary Cooper role, 
is as rugged a campaigner as these old 
eyes could wish to see. The photo- 
graphy is-—literally—hrillient, and it is

And as a fervent admirer of 
Walt Disney, I'm not quite happy about

Flaborating on the _ technique 
Yntraduced in “ The Three Caballeros,” 
Disney gives us a charming story of the 
Southern States, acted by live artiutes but 
interspericd with animated sequences. 
Towards the end of the fikmboth media 
merge and the cartoon characters act 
with the humans, 

That’s the part I'm not quite happy 
about. ‘The world of fantasy engendered 
by the cartoon is utterly different from 
the illusion created by livingy artistes, 
and to atrempr to mix the two is 
artistically false. One could as well 
expect a man to concentrate on a play in 
a theatre with the doors opening on to a 
circus, 

Now Disney is an artist, a spinner of 
fairy-tales, a modern Prospeto, and he 
must understand this elementary rule of 
consistency of medium. Why then does 
he flout ic? It was amusing perhaps in 
“The ‘Vhree Caballeros”? and didn't 
greatly matter because the humans weren’t 
telling a story. Also it had novelty then 
and a corresponding box-office reaction, 

But is the technique of “integration” 
new? Veteran cine-goers like myself 
remember that nearly a quarter of a 
century ago (just about the time when 
Disney was peddling his Felix the Cat 
around Hollywood) another producer was 

utting out a series called “Out of the 
inkwell.”” These opened with a sequence 
showing an artist making a pen-and-ink 
sketch of a litle clown which came to 
fife, stepped out of the drawing-bollrd and 
wok part in various adventures in the 
outside warld. 

Those things apart, however, ‘ Song 
Of The South ” is a most appealing film, 
redolent with the honeysuckle fragrance 
of Georgia, and ringing with the laughter 
of childhood. Snub-nosed tén-year-old 
Bobby Driscoll epitomises boyhood, with 
its tears, its happiness, its teat 
adventures, and is ably pastnered by; 
seven-year-old Luana Patten. © 1 look 
forward to seeing these juveniles jin 
soon, but Heaven preserve us from 
the ‘Hollywood ‘Sweetheart Team ” 
publicity angle with which they are now 
threatened. 

“ Uncle Remus,” the old negro-whose 
tales ate illuscrated in the animared 
medium, is magnificently portrayed by 
aiother newcomer, James Basket. 

But: what of the cattoon characters ? 
Well, Disney has done itagain. Lovadle, 
ingenious Brer Rabbit is as satisfying aa 
the most exacting Disneyophile could 
wish, and wily Breer Fox and lugubrious 
Bret Bear make perfect foils for him. 

Every Disney feature produces a song-

ICHARD Strauss’ “* Till’s Mer 

Pranks,” Op. 28 (HLMLY., DD: 

6268-9), was first performed 
towards the end of the last century and 
was bitterly attacked by eminent crities 
of that time. Hanslick, the violent anti- 
Wagnerian, whom Wugner patodied in 
the character of Beckinesser in his “* Die 
Meistersinger,” denounced “Til” as 
“a product of subtly — calculated 
decadence,” whereas Strauss’ adherents 
praised the work a8 “an overflowing of 
youthful creative power.” 


The picce belongs to the class of 


tone-poem which, even on first hearing, 
leaves no doubt of the programme in the 


tind of the listener—a tribute to Strauss’. 


inventivencss. 

‘Till Kulenspiegel was an actual ‘leutonic 
character who lived in the early fourteenth 
century and his adventures as a practical 
joker have won him renown through the 
centuries. In the year 1500 the various 
stories of his pranks were recorded in the 
“Volksbuch vom Eulenspiegel,” from 
which chronicle Strauss derived the plot 
for his togac’s epic. 


Delightful Interpretation 

Sparkling hainour, sarcastic wit and a 
demonic clement ate combined in. the 
very complicated and intricate score of 
the work and all these traits are admirably 
accentualed by Koussevitzky’s inimitable 
rendering and his superb handling of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 1 
compared this recording with an caches 
ane in my possession by the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra under 
Furtwaengler, and the — Bostonians’ 
performance ts fac superior in exploiting 
the subtlety of this brilliant score. 

‘The quality of the recording is much 
above avemge, which is a great consi- 
deration where a work demands that 
every nuance of the orchestral colour 
should be audible. 

Admirers of HJisabeth Schuniann will 
he intesested in hearing her delightful 
interpretation of Schubert's “Dic Forelle” 
(The Trouv, Op. 32 (ULM.V., DA 1852.) 
which was recorded in id early last 
year and introduces her first recording in 
her native German since 1939. 

Her voice has lust wone of its 
characteristics which made her a favourite 
with record-lovers, and on this record the 
balance between her singing and the piano 
tone is better than on many of her older 
discs.

as it takes to float the peas, add the 
parsley and other ingredients and simmer 
gently until the peas are tender, When 
cooked, drain off the Hiquor and take out 
She onion. The liguar sboukl now be 
thickened with butter and flour, and a 
teaspoon of sugar should he added. 
Pot the peas in again and stir well, 
Bring the whole to steaming point, and 
then turn out and serve. 
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Old: peas, however, can be treatéd in 
no better way than making them into a 
puree, For this boil the peas, then work 
them through a sieve. Add a little 
pepper, a ‘Gir amount of butter, salt, 
very little sugar and some good milk or 
cream.

N meeting Lady Colville,

of manner, youthfulness of spirit 
and her genuine interest in people. 
Throughout her varied and active 
life, Lady Colville has had many 
opportunities to prove this keen 
interest in all those lucky enough 
to come inte contact with her. 
This was particularly so, when her 
husband, Sit John Colville, became 
a Member of Parliament tor North 
Midlothian, and she was able to 
take an active part in Parlamentary 
entertaining in London, When Sir 
John was Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, from 1931 to 1935, and a 
Jarge number of foreign trade 
delegations came to London, Lady 
Colville had opportunities to make 
numerous friends from all parts of 
the world. She accompanied her 
husband on several Government 
missions to a number of capitals 
in Europe. In the years that 
followed, Lady Colville was 
brought closely in contact with all 
phases of tish life when her 
husband was Secretary of State for 
Scotland, and she visited many 
parts of the country, including the 
Outer Islands, her work ranging 
from assistance to the crufters in 
these islands to the many activities 
of the Scottish capital. This was 
over and above the busy London 
SEASONS, 

Lady Colville comes from an old 
Scottish family who has always 
devoted much time and care to 
social welfare, [ler carhiest public 
work was as a Divisional Commis- 
sioner ot Girl Guides in Lanark- 
shire, where, fora number of years, 
she took an active part in Guide 
training. Throughout the years 
in Scotland, Lady Colville has been 
yreatly interested in) Red Cross 
work, Was an oflice-bearer in the 
Scottish Red Cross, and when the 
war broke out, this service claimed 
her, President of a 
busy branch which dealt with 
incoming hospital ships and relief 
to prisoners of war, 
four years, she was continually 
engaged in this work. 

In 1943, Sir John Colville was 
appointed Governor of Bombay by 
His Majesty the King. Lady 
Colville joined hind in the summer 
ot that year.

The elder daughter, Mary, was 
with her parents in India for three 
years, and was an active member of 
the St. John Nursing Division.

The 
younger daughter, Rosemary, was 
at school throughout the war, and 
has now come to India on a short 
holiday and helps her mother in 
her many activities. She is a

a lovely home in Scotland, 
which reflects Lady Colville’s 
love of gardens and flowers, 


When she first came to live there, 
she insisted that, unlike the many 
Scots country houses, hers should 
be surrounded by flowers, instead 


of the garden being some 
distance away and out of 
sight. She therefore created a 


pleasant rose-garden and a rock- 
garden around the house. This 


love of nature has made Lady 
Colville appreciate the colours and 
beauty of India, and one of her 
most memorable experiences was 
to see the Himalayas for the first 
time. 

The war was responsible for 
many changes in India’s national 
life. Lady Colville pays the highest 
tribute to the magnificent manner 
in which many Indian women 
adapted themselves to altered con- 
ditions and devoted their energies 
to important war work. She teels 
that India’s future will be greatly 
influenced by the women of the 
country, and that, as long as they 
retain their undying faith in the 
institution of family life, India’s 
future will be assitred.

HE Bangalore country, which is 
about 3,000 ft. above sea level, is 
undulating but not hilly. It 
consists of, approximately, one-third 
rass or waste land, one-third light corn 
id and one-third woodland (mostly 
Casurina coverts).

Season 1946-1917 
The past season has been a very 
enjoyable one. Cubbing started in May, 
and, owing to a late and heavy monsoon 
in November and December, bunting 
continued until February, 1947. 

Fields were small, owing to the shortage 
of horses, but many very enjoyable hunts 
with long and fast runs were had. The 
largest run of the season lasted for 34 
hours with a point of 15 miles 

There were nue many kills, hounds 
were apt to straggle, owing to a pro- 
portion of the pack being five to six years 
old, and past their best.

Gymkhana Racing 
By ‘‘ Laddie”’ 


T may as well be pointed out, right 
at the beginning, that | know of na 
method of making money from 
racing. Lixperience bas to be bought, 
and, unfortunately, paid for at an exorhi- 
tant cost. 

1 article deals with Gymkhana 
Racing for the smal) owner, and, as a 
hobby, it is a fascinating game. Dow's 
take it too seriously and if the horses pay 
their way, consider yourself very lucky, 

{t is presumed that you normally keep 
two horses for hacking, polo, pigsticking, 
bunting, or any other sport you care to 
pet them to. Well, if you can also do a 





ittle bit of racing, it alk adds to the fun 



























and widens your knowledge of horses. 
It should he the endeavour of all horse- 
owners, especially those with a limited 
string, to break away from the system 
of keeping horses in watertight compart- 
ments, oF cach one for a special job. 
One of the finest horses I have ever owned 
raced on the flat and over the “ aticks,” 
besides parading regularly with the 
Calcutta Bight Horse. He played slow 
polo and paperchased and could take his 


turn in @ tum-tum when required, He 
was an excellent show jumper and 
handy hunter. A lage number of 


Calcutta people will remember “ Mint 
Julip.” 


Ideal Pair 

There are plenty of imposted horses, 
which have outlived their usefulness in 
first-class racing, but arc still quite 
serviceable for gymkhana events and 
gencral utility purposes. Once they 
tealise that they are no longer kept as 
potential King-Hmperor Cup winners, 
thev are usually quite tractable. 

‘The ideal pair for Gymkhana Racing 
would be one which will stay a distance 
over a mile and be able to jump in hurdle 
races. The other should be fast over 
shorter distances, up to six furlongs. 
‘The ex-tace horse is usually ideal for the 
former and a stud-bred country horse 
for the laiter. 

Je is much more interesting if the 
owner can ride his own horses in the 
actual race and it is presumed that he 
will do his own training. 

Correct feeding is a large part of the 
training and once it has been decided 
that a horse will race, the feed should be 
gradually increased until the maximum 
is reached. A race horse in hard 
condition and getting the full arnount of 
work can consume 18 pounds of grain

ANY mothers make the mistake 

af supposing that their children 

must like the friends whom they, 
the mothers, choose for them. Mrs, 
Jones, just arrived in the neighbourhood, 
has a small boy, and Mrs. Suuith, already 
resident, thinks at ance, “ Ah, how nice 
for Diana a new little friend.” 

It does not take long for two mothers 
with children to become acquainted and, 
with the best intentions in the world, 
urge their children to do the same. 
Should they show by their manner that 
they have no intention of having any 
relationship other than one of mutual 
distike, they are often scolded and urged 
more strongly than ever to be good and 
happy and friendly. 

Jrisnouse, in this, as in other things, 
adults are inclined not to credit children 
with having feelings and minds of their 
own, No woman is going to be friends 
with another simply because a third 
party thinks it would be a good thing, 

If a child shows no inclination at all 
for the company af other children, da 
not become annoyed and consider it an 
unhealthy and unnatural thing. The 
child is probably of a type chat finds 
happiness in being alone, and a contented 
loneliness should never be discouraged— 
being happily alone is one of life's 
bulwarks later on. Do not force such 
a child into noisy company, since this can 
only have the effect of making the child 
miserable and stunting what woukt 
otherwise be natural development, 

Furthermore, do not worry about 
friends whom your child may have if he 
is of a. friendly disposition, ‘To say 
“Towon'r have you secing any more of 
those Brown children.” does no goud at 
all, andjwill only increase the youngster’s 
desire for their company. Children must 
Jearn to form human values by themselves.

per day. Of course, exercise must be 

lated with tho extra fond eaten, 
without the horse losing condition on 
one hand, of getting gtuss and fat on the 
other, Fat must be converted into 
muscle and a really fit horse should look 
Jean with the muscles clearly defined. 
Another good indication of fitness is the 
sweat, which should scrape off clean 
and non-greasy. 


Dering Preparation 


Tt is best to have the training ground 
some distance from the stable, as this 
ensures that the horse has a good walk 
before bis work. Another walk of about 
six miles can be given in the evening, 
lt is best to have the animal ridden 
during his walking exercise, as the pace 
should be smart, but without resemblance 
of hurry. We all know the syce’s 
method of walking a horse-—with a Jang 
trailing rope and a shuffling gait. Most 
syces can tide well enough to sit a horse 
at a walk, 

Indiscriminate gallops should not be 
indulged in, nor the horse fully extended, 
during the period of preparation, 
‘Trotung and cantering, while the muscles 
are being developed, should suffice for 
the preliminary training, but no amount 
of walking, trotting, of cantering can be 
substituted for galloping during the later 
stages. 

When the horse is getting feally fit, 
short spurts at a gallop can be given. It 
is a good plan to find a four-furlong 
straight with good going and take the 
horses, one at a time, down at 4 canter, 
and walk or trot back to the start, and go 
down again at about three-quarter pace.

An 
owner of gymkhana horses should decide, 
well in advance, at which period of the 
meeting he wants his horses at their very 
best, and plan his training progranune 
accordingly. If his string (and purse) 
is long cnough, be can space his wins 
throughout the whole season. 

When 2 horse is in racing form, plenty 
of walking and trotting — exercise, 
preferably away from the race course, 
with a couple of spurts per week, will 
keep him fit. 

A regular rest day should be given at 
least once a week, when walking exercise 
only should be the order. 

On any sign of staleness, such as, going 
off his feed, or disinclination ta give bis 
best, a rest from racing is indicated. 
The horse’s feed should then be reduced 
xtadually to the normal amount, as a 
sudden cut is too drastic a meusure and

On going into this a little more 
deeply, I found, to my amazement, that 
they were not nearly as bad as I had 
first thought, bearing in mind the density 
of both pedestrian and vehicular traffic 
in the city. I can only attribute thie to 
a very high degree of agility on the part 
of the pedestrian, for the apparent 
disregatd for life shown by the majority 
of motorists is an appalling indication of 
the state of civic consciousness prevalent

The difference 
in the times of the two cars was in the 
region of two minutes, and for tint two 
minutes the driver of the faster car had 
tisked his life, and the lives of other 
people, inaumerable times, [don't 
think I need point out the moral. 


Monsoon Maintenance 


With the South West monsoon upon 
us, every motorist should reassure himaclf 
that his car is in every way able to cope 
with the watery conditions of the season, 
A car that is reasonably safe under dr 
conditions may become a menace with 
1j10 inch of rain. More obvious 
matters ate such things as screen wipers, 
which may well have lost the efficiency 
they displayed at the close of the last 
monsoon, leaky roofs, windows that 
won't go up or down and soon. Not sa 
obvious arc such things as tyres and 
brakes, These two are interdependent, 
for in the end good braking depends on 
tyre‘road adhesion, which leads on to 
the question, * where should you put the 
best tyres?” Most definitely on the 


. two front wheels, for it is on these that 


yout control depends. A rear wheel 
skid is easily controllable, but a front 
wheel ukid or slide is a brute to control, 
especially at speed. The most important 
thing shout brakes in wet weather is 
that they should not pull off to one side. 
Tf they show signs of doing this in dry 
weathez, then get them equalised in a 
hurry, because you have a very fair 
chance of an accident if you don't, 

Judging from the noises in the courtyard 
of my house during last year’s monsvon, 
the combination of plug condensation 
and a flat battery is particularly fatal, so 
that it will pay off well if batteries ure 
fully charged to start with, and ignition 
systems checked over for dirty and out 
of adjustment plug gaps, pitted contact 
breaker points (also out of adjustment), 
faulty condensers, loose wiring of cracked 
insulation, If you have a starting 
handle, I cecommend that you get it out 
and see whether or not it will turn “the 
engine.

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Hound Saga

Since the days of William the 
Conqueror, hounds belonging to Royalty 
and Noblemen were normally entered to 
stag, only yeomen and serfs atnused 
themselves, hy hunting hare and fox in a 
laborious and pottering fashion, following 
slow Norman bounds that dwelt and 
tied on the fine, for the most part on 
foot. However, times changed, and it 
was found that the fox,  bitherto 
considered vermin, was a beast really 
worthy of the chase if only you could 
get him away from covert and from the 
boundless woodlands that were a part of 
England in bygone days.

.” a famous recorder of the chase, 
gives us a pointer here :-‘tIn 1762, 
the Duke of Beaufort, then still a minor, 
while passing Sik Wood on his way 
home after poor day's spurt at sug, 
threw his hounds inte covert; a fox 
was found which gallantly faced the 
open, and a capital run was the result, 
which so delighted the young sportsman, 
that the hounds were forthwith steadied 
fram deer and eneoutuged to fox.’ 
Tt meed hardly be added that the

descendants of probably that very pack, 
are today famoua throughout the world, 
and the descendant of the Fifth Duke of 
Beaufort, who hunts them, is, in tum, 
held to be the supreme being of fox- 
hunting, and also one of the greatest 
living authorities on the subject. 


Change Over 

Now this change from stag to fox, 
meant a number of things; for one, an 
increase in pace since the technique in 
venery war entirely different. The stag 
was usually hunted in large woodlands, 
but now, with the change in fashion, 
hounds that were to stoop to a fox were 
required to drive actoss open country, 
and it was with the object of breeding a 
faster hound than that famous sporting 
gentleman, called Hugo Meynell, devoted 
his 47 years’ Mastership of the Quorn 
(4753-1800), The present-day foxhound 
is the result of his endeavours, 

The plodding hounds _ previously 
referred to, "were all descendants of the 
Norman hound, called the Talbot, whose 
pute strain is still to be found in the 
Bloodhound of today. But — these 
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Hugo Meynell as an old man, 


descendants resolved themselves into 
many different breeds and further they 
were painfully slow. It seems, however, 
that in the north of England there was a 
faster type of hound, and, although the 
purist may dislike the idea, it is an 
accepted fact that it had borrowed its 
speed from a Greyhound or Deerhound 
cross. Communications were bad and 
travelling difficult in the 17th and 18th 
centuries. As a consequence, these 
faster hounds remained undiscovered, 


Scientific Breeding 

It was Hugo Meynell, with his untiring 
efforts at scientific breeding by selection, 
who contrived to tap the best available 
sources of the hound af his day, whetever 
it might be, and produce the English 
Studbook Foxhound--a combination of 
endurance, drive, speed and nose that 
is as near perfection os anything in 
the domestic animal kingdom. Ugo 
Meynell was able to give ample proof as 
to the speed of the hounds he bred, and 
it was generally granted to him that his 
hounds possessed a speed and staming 
far in excess of that of the horse, 

Mr. Meynell backed his hounds against 
a neighbour’s at Newmarket over four 
miles ona drag. Sixty hursemen statted 
with hounds and only three were up at 
the finish, but hounds showed no signs 
of decreasing pace, throughout. 

Anyone who has tried to keep within 
view of the sterns of a present-day pack 
of foxhounds over a country carrying 
good scent, will know what they owe 
to Mr. Meynell and those bzeeders that 
followed him. In fact, when they find 
themselves confronted with two or three 
formidable obstacles, they will probably 
think he bred the Foxhound a sight too 
fast |

New ‘Bait 


T was about to return home, when an 
old villager came along and asked me 
if I had killed a fish, I told him all 
about my flies and bottom fishing, but 
he just laughed and suggested that | 
should try a method of his. On my 
nodding gpproval, he immediately went 
on to his hands and knees along the bank 
searching for a janwar which he said 
would lure a fish." Suon he returned with 
an insect which looked like a horny- 
backed cticket, and he attached it to my 
hook with considerable skill, the hook 
jut passing through the homy-back. 
He then told me to cast ft, and allow the 

insect to crawl along the surface of the 
water. This 1 did, and it was not long 
before 1 was playing a three pound fish, 
After an hour, I had four useful fish to 
take home with me. 1 thanked the old 
man for his help and 1 offered him a 
few coins, but the kindness, in this 
Province, seemed to be the same as I had 
experienced elsewhere. He refused, but 
suggested that, if I could spare one of 
the fish, he would be grateful, and away 
he went to his village with his two pound 
dinner, 

About the same time, a nearby planter 
invited a local éngincer’ and myself out 
for a duck shant. “The jheel to be shot 
was several slles'in length and « ntile or 
to wide. The planter arranged a camp 
on his side of the jheel, and requested us 
to motor out to the other. side of the 
jheel and he “would send a boat across 
to collect us. Our joumcy was along a 
main road for about 15 miles, then along 

_ & bullock track to the jhee! three miles 
distant. We left the main toad and 
were approaching the jhecl along the 
bullock trick, when some village children 
stood in front of our car waving their 
hands. My friend thought they wete 
playing, and drove on and the next 
moment the car had mink in the ground 
upto the axles and the back wheels were 
flying touted, 


Fa The Mud. 
Before ‘we chad vatvived. a figoded 


stream had broken through the road and 
it had just been repaired with soft carth. 
The children had tried to warn us of this. 
We jumped out and found the underneath 
of the car firmly embedded. For over 
one hour we did our utmost fo move the 
cat, but, even with the help of a dozen 
villagerx, we were unsuccessful, It was 
then getting dark and we could hear the 
duck flighting over the jheel. Hven- 
tually, a very old villager arrived on a 
little pany and surveyed the scene. He 
suggested that he should give us men 
to carry our bedding rolls and kit to the 
jhee] and he would leave a chowkidar 
on the car over night, and would get it 
out of the mud the next morning for us, 
How he was to get it out without a 
ctanc, we just did not know; but, as 
we wished to get some Slighting that 
evening, we accepted his offer. lt was 
dark when we found the boat, and by 
the thme we reached the camp the other 
side of the jheel, it was too Jate for 
shooting that nighr. At the crack of 
dain, we had some excellent sport and 
by lunch time the bag was a large one. 
After lunch, we decided to traverse the 
whole length of the jhecl in boats for a 
final shoot. 


Everyone Helped 


We had gone about half way, when 
we saw another boat about one mile 
away coming towards ua, and the occu- 

was shouting at the top of his voice, 
ut we could not understand what he was 
saying owing to the distance, However, 
he was putting the birds up for us and 
driving them in our direction, and we had 
some long sange shooting, Later, we 
recognised the new-camer to be the old 
man of the previous night’s episode, and 
he had conte to tell us thar he had fifted 
the car out of the mire and it was ready 
for us to go home in, when we required 
it, That evening, wo forded our kit 
into the car and dtove away to the cheers 
of about 100 villagers. The old man had 
kept kis word and had done a fine job 
of work, He had enlisted the help of 
villagecs for miles round, and the large 
car had been put back on to the track 
by being lifted hodily and cattied to 
safety by possibly over so men. Once 
again, payment was’ not required but 
this time we insitted and forced on to 
the old man sone notes be shared 
amongst those concerned. 


Stampede 
One has often heard of. stampede 


of animals, but few have experienced 
one, or had anything to do with such a 
thing. J had my first experience of a 
stampede in 1915, but the stampede, in 
which the Indian villager played an 
important part, took place in 3944, At 
that time I yiramnanded an animal training 
regiment and had 4500 animals entrusted 
to my care, Of these, s00 were running 
loose in a paddock, One night, a 
cheetal entered this paddock anc set 500 
mules and ponies in mation. In Jess 
than five minutes, three strand wires 
and iron stuker were crushed to the 
ground, and a mob of terrified animals 
were breaking loose in every direction. 
The sentries were galloped over, and 
were carticd to hospital, and one pony 
was killed in the rush. 


The alarm war sounded and in a very 
short time Goo men were on the spot, 
hut the animals were gone. ‘I'hronghout 
the night, search parties were out 
rounding up the animals, At daybreak, 
‘there were still 80 missing. News 
came in that several had been run down 
by @ train, and 1 ftode out to make 
investigations which proved to be only 
ton true. During the day, other aninals 
were brought in by the traope who were 
searching the countryside. Tn the 
evening, an old Sikh farmer rode into the 
lines on his Bittle pony driving before 
him 11 ponies and two mules which he 
had rounded up ten miles sway, on his 
little piece of fand, I otfered -him 
morncy but this did not interest him. He 
was proud that he had been of service 
to the Government, and all he asked was 
to be given a certificate to the effect 
that he had helped Government. He was 
asked if he was a pensioner to which he 
replied that he was not. He knew the 
sabi log because they often galloped 
over his land; after people throwing 
out paper in long lincs from the 
haversacks they carried, and he knew 
that these animals had escaped fram the 
sohib fog's tegiment. 1 gave him the 
certificate which he required, but also 
tald the Sikhs of the regiment to give 
the grand old man a bara khana before 
he retumed to his village, not forgetting 
to ofder a meal for his pony, This old 
Sikh had no “axe to grind”; he just 
did what he considered to be the tight 
thing. He displayed the friendliness of 
the Indian countryside in its truest form.

She also 
knew thar the countryside in India was 
at its best ac the crack of dawn, and it 
was fot lung before she was riding her 
horse along the little tracks between the 
cane and wheat crops, before most people 
were out of their beds. On one such 
oceasion, when she bad ridden several 
niles frony-Cantonments she was greeted 
with Salaam Men Sahih” from a Sikh 
Zemindar, She knew how to reply 
and, as a result, she was invited into the 
village to sce the hunting dogs, and, if 
she Tiked, she could take a puppy away 
with her, Reaching the village, she 
dismounted and, whilst a wan held her 
horse, she went into a courtyard, to 
see the dogs, ‘There were two couple 
of greyhounds, and some crods-bred 
spaniels. ‘The Sikh farmer then sugges- 
ted a hunt to which the English girl 
agreed, and away they went with the 
Rreyhounds on Jeads whilst the cross 
bred spaniels worked and feathered 
through the crops. Seon a hare was put 
up and the yreyhounds were slipped, 
and, after a pleasant short run, the hare 
was despatched. Once more, the spaniels 
worked and hare number two weat away 
as great speed, fo be billed hy the grey- 
hounds after a run of about twa miles. 
The party then returned to the village 
and the guest was given tea and requested 
to rest unril a second hunt, in two hours’ 
time. She had, however, been in the 
saddle from 7-30 10 10-15 a.m. and felt 
that her mother would he worrying 
about her tong absence, su she thanked 
her kind host for his hospitality and 
tode home, but did not take her pui 
with her, as. it had not ~been tally 
weaned.

My Shooting Autobiography 


By Major B. L. Herdon, M.B.E. 
No. 36. Last Days At Singrampur 


IHINKING over the matter, it 


has sometimes struck me as 
surprising that during the five 
happy years w we loo! upon the 


splendid forest Block of Singrampur as 
out jungle home, none of us cver 

to bag a <chitel stag. The 
reasons, of course, were that, firstly, 
Singrampur was in those days a Horned 
Game Sanctuary, and secondly, that we 
were too preoccupied, as a rule, with the 
pursuit of tiger to go all out after any 
other form of game. Yet there were 
plenty of shita/ there, and, occasionally, 
one fan across a stag with a magnificence 
head, though usually this hap od 
during the course of a beat in the Blocks, 
so thet one was obliged to hold one’s 
fire. Occasionally we met ¢hital in 
malgezari land neat the Block and some- 
times they crossed the fireline when a 
beat was in progress, 


Blusive Stage 
On one occasion, we were heating for 
small game in the plain just behind the 
Dak Bungalow when onc of us saw 
a fine chital stag sitting comfortably on 
his own in the middle of a clump of 
bushes. Hefore we could draw @ bead 
on him, however, he had spotted us and 
had stayed not upon the order of his 
going! On another occasion, a chital 
stag with really magnificent homs crossed 
the fircline from walgezari into the Block, 
while a beat for ow) was in pro- 
rosa, He sto] tantalisingly halfway 
tween myself and the next gun, poised 
like a beautiful living statue for several 
seconds—and neither of us dared to 
shoot for fear of hitting the other! Then 
with a bound, he disappeared into the 
jungle behind us and was seen no more. 
Good luck to him! 1 hope that in the 
years that have passed he has sired man’ 
a stag as proud and handsome as himself. 
it was only a few monthe before leaving 
Jubbulpore that 1 managed to bag one 
of the snub-nosed varicty of mugger. 
I had shot plenty of the fish-eating 
harials on the Sutlej, some years ago, 
ut none of these flesh-caters, Robbie 
and J had visited the Gaur saddi severa] 
times, some five milea the other side of 
Jubbulpore, in pursuit of a huge smggar 
which lived just below a certain Beep 
bank beyond « big village, but, thou, 
we had secn him time and time again, 
he had never offered us a shot which 
would have given us a reasonable chance 
of recovering his catcate, s0 we 
with reluctance, refrained from firing, 
On the occasion of which I now write, a

By A Child Psychologist 


HE value of being able to appre- 
ciate and make the best of 
loneliness cannot be —over- 

estimated. The man or woman who is 
alwaya in need of company is often 
unhappy. Seif-reliance is our strongest 
weapon and should be placed in the 
armoury early in life. * 

Many mothers make the mistake of 
considering it thoughtless and negligent 
to leave their children alone for more 
than half an hour at atime. There is a 
tendency to force company upon a child, 
thinking that this is right and kind; 
whereas, it is kinder and more correct 
in the long run to insist upon a youngster 
finding the possibilities of his own 
company and learning that he is his 
own best friend. 

Too wide a picthora of things and 
people around a child tends to take him 
out of himself permanently. ‘True, this 
is often desirable, especially in the case 
of a too morbid and introspective little 
one, but loneliness should be the leaven 
of life, and the sooner a child learns to 
find happiness through himself rather

One of the best things of all for s 
child, once he has passed the age of six, 
is 9 room of his own, Not a nurtery— 
a_soom.

Gradually you will find that the room 
is a mirror of the child and will become 
more and more so as self-expression 
continucs. Being alone is no penance 
if you are king of your own castle. 
Naturally, the elementaty laws of obe- 
dience and discipline must he entorced. 
Complete freedom cannot be given in 
one dose, but if ie is administered in 
amall portions of loneliness, then your 
child, on teaching achoo!l age, will be 
anything but an unformed noncntity.

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Brickbats And Bouquets

“ CATAPLE commodities based on 
the lowest common denomination 
of the mentality and the emotional 

life of the audience must be produced .... 

we are familiar with the news telling us 

of the financial cost of pictures. A 

million dollars. More than that. Aad 

then we go once again and see what has 
been produced at such cost. Once 
again we see a picture so silly it insults 
our intelligence.. Once again, the same 
old stupid and inept story of boy meets 
irl, framed, mounted, glorified, until 
it becomes 2 monumental absurdity.” 


These axe not my words. They were 
written—believe it or not—by. a 
Hollywood script-wtiter. I quote them 


because Lamfrightened. Frightened that 
the mental lowest common denominator, 
in a world which has produced atom- 
fission, radar, television and penicillin, is 
really so moronic as the general run of 
films would indicate. t month, 1 
suffered Typhoon, This month I endured 
Margie The Oxtlaw. How long is 
this fabulously expensive degradation of 
the cinema to continue ? How long are 
films going to be produced exclusively 
for the cretins, the emotionally unstable, 
the mental adolescents ? 


Elastic Defence 

The plot of Morgie concerns itself with 
the cataclysmic tragedy of a schoolgirl 
whose bloomer-clastic breaks whenever 
she is in the presence of a personable 
male. Around this powerful theme, 
amply illustrated with Technicolor shots 
of lace-trimmed underwear descending 
to the ankles, 2oth Century-Fox have 
written a moving emotional appeal to all 
schoolgirls to ‘Get Your Man by 
Carrying Safety Pins,” 

Campaigning for a higher moral code, 
Margie also makes it clear that a gentleman 
is one who, having surreptitiously 
collected such a garment, retums it to the 
owner with the slightly stressed remark 
“J think you dropped your bandkerchief.”

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OLUMBIA have shown a pro- 
fitessive spirit in issuing the very 
recent reeording oof Mahler’s 
Symphony No. 4 in G Major by the 
Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra of 
New York under the direction of Bruno 
Walter (Columbia, LX 8522-7). F doubt 
whether this set of records will have a 
large sale as the average listener might 
find it difficult to follow Mahler's 
music unless he is prepared to give it 
serious attention and study. Bur such 
study will be amply rewarded, and 
we must be thankful for the opportunity 
of obtaining these records in India. 
Mahler is a controversial figure in 
music. His followers and adversarica 
have been sharply divided and be has 
been criticised for bis longwindedness 
and garrulousness, Hie Ife was a 
continuous conflict and his efforts to 
combine the task of a conductor with 
that of a composer led to a state of 
nervous tension reflected in bis composi- 
tions, and resulted in the undermining 
of his health and his early death in 1911. 


Original And Controversial 

Mahler was considered one of the great 
conductors of his time and as Director 
of the Vienna Opera he introduced many 
innovations, among them the now uni- 
versally adopted custom of playing the 
Leonora Overture No. 3 during the

interval of the last act of Becthoven's 
only opera “ Fidelio,” 

He composed most of his works 
during the summer recesses of the opera 
seasons.

Brno Walter was one of ‘the 
composer’s disciples and is one of the 
greatest champions of Mahler's work, 
and the present performance under his 
baton can be considered authentic. The 
playing of the New York Orcheatra is 
admirable, and the recording fair. 


Mozart's Gonius 

Hans von Buelow, an eminent con- 
ductor of the 19th century, fervent 
Mozart admirer and intimate friend of 
Wagner, figuratively entitled Mozart’s C 
Major symphony (The “Jupiter ”— 
HMV DB8435-8—Vienna Philharmonic 
Orchestra under Bruno Walter) the 
“ Beethoven First Symphony.” nder 
a similar basis of tcasoning, he included 
Beethoven's second to ninth symphonies 
and designated the Brahms’ first sym- 
phony as the ‘Beethoven Tenth.” 
By this, he merely wished to indicate the 
greatness of these extrancous symphonies, 
which may well have been written by 
Beethoven, if taken in their correct 
peguence with regard to development of 
atyle. 

The last three symphonies of Mozart, 
of which the “‘ Jupiter” is one, wefe all 
written in 1788; three years before the 
master’s death. These symphonies re- 
present the highest level in ideas and 
atyle, in every degree of development 
he ever attained. In many ways they 
have stylistic similarities which can be 
traced back to Mozatt’s personal ex- 
periences during the year 1784. They 
wete written within a period of a mere 
six weeks, which attests, more strongly 
than words, the strength of his creative 
genins. 

Edward Grieg, the ~— celebrated 
composer, wrote of the 
“ Jupiter” in a little known essay :-—~ 

“In the ‘ Jupiter’ Symphony we 
ate astounded, above all, the 
playful case with which the greatest 
problems of art are treated. No one 


who is not initiated suspects in the 
finale, amid the humorous tone 
gambols, what an arnazing “con- 


trapuntal knowledge and superiority 
Mozart manifests. And then, this 
ocean of euphany! Mozart's sense 
of euphony, was, indecd, so absolute 
that it is impossible, in all his works, 
to find a single bar wherein it is 
sacrificed to other considerations.” 

It is generally accepted that it was 
J. B. Cramer who first called the C Major 
the “ fopiter: Symphony to emphasise 
its godlike perfection. 

The work is admirably played by the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra con- 
ducted by Bruno Walter and the recording 
is good. 


Two Favourlies 

Fred Astaire has always been & 
favourite of mine, and Jam one of many 
who are sorry that be has now finally 
decided to give up dancing. His last 
film, ‘* Blue Skies,” was screened in 
India some time ago, from which the 
clever and catchy hit “ Puttin’ On The 
Ritz” (Columbia DB 30298) was re- 
corded. t also contains a representation 
of Astaire's tap-dancing, in his own 
inimitable style.

Lionel Ham 'e record oof 
“ Memories Of You,” (AMV B 9475) 
was made some years ago and has now 
been issued in this country. At thet 
time, he had no band of his own and the 
petformers for this recording are mainly 

trowed from Duke Ellinton’s ensemble, 


“Memories Of You” was once 
recorded by Armstrong, about 16 
years ago, and it was this recording 
that made Hampton famous as the 
outstanding vibraphone, or as it is now 
called yibraharp player. ‘This recordis 
and its reverse, “The Jumpin’ Jive,” 
prove that his reputation in this respect 
is well founded. Hampton’s vocal 
chorus in ‘‘ The Jumpin’ Jive” is sung 
in the right style and adds further 
attraction to the record.

Irritating Realism 

Indian Roxte March by Louis Hagen 
(Pilot Press, 78. Gd.) is, fram every aspect, 
the antithesis of Mr. Sorensen’s book.

His chapter 
on Caleutta is undeniably brilliant and 
much of his imagery is memorable in 
a somewhat disturbing manner. He offers 
level-headed disquisitions on Indian Art 
and Music and is a passionate admirer of 
the ballet.

Something Extra

time to reach Bombay and you eat one 
meal every five hours; but since, in 
this arioks the clocks are advanced five 
and a half hours, by the clock the voyage 
takes $054 hours; thus, when you 
arrive in Bombay, you have a balance 
of five and a half hours of actual time 
to your eredit; and in these five and a 
half hours you cat the extra meal. This 
is all very well, but there is no variation 
in the daily routine of breakfast, lunch, 
tea and diancr, and of what vahie is 
an extra meal unless you are conscious 
that it ix extra ? 

Now, as I con the sum of my life, I 
am bleakly aware that it includes five 
and a half hours which T have not lived 
at all. 1 shudder to think how many 
people have suffered and will suffer the 
same fate. There is a simple remedy. 
All ships bound for the east should be 
rent west through. the Panama Canal 
instcad of going by Sucz; then the 
passengers would gain probably as many 
days a8 now they lose hours. But, if I 
were to propose this formally to the 
Government, I am sure that some 
economic objection would be raised 
against it. Besides, 1 can almost heat 
the riposte with which sume jack-in- 
office would receive my cumplaint; 
* Ahal’’ he will exclaim, ‘but when

HAT splendid sport may be 
found in the Himalayas, it is 
impossible to deny; but to 
secure it, there is perhaps not a single 
spot on the surface of the globe where 
ite prosecution requires such severe 
exertion, and where, 20 times a day, 
ou may wish you had never been born, 
‘et, every night hefore you go to bed, 

, you will be as cager and as ready for the 
next day's work as when you first set out, 
The Ibex hunter must be prepared 
for disappointments, for there will be 
many days which are blank; he must

possess a vast reserve of energy, and 
his skillas a stalker must he without fault. 
The fact that an Thex is not particularly 
‘wary, cxpecting as it docs danger from 
below, matters not the least. The 
stupendous mountains of Flcrat and 
Kashmir, with their wild and diversified 
scenery of rural valleys, grassy slopes 
and inaccessible crags, are things to be 
contended with, and the realisation of 
sport often falls short of one’s bright 
anticipations. 

This heavily built, short-legged animal 
with the scimitar-shaped horns which 
diverge and curve in a backward sweep, 
frequents the rocky and _ precipitous 
slopes near the snows, and those who 
have bunted Thex will stake their claim 
that it is one of the noblest of sports. 

It is a goat, yes, but such. a goat! 
To the domestic animal, which the name 
will conjure up in the mind of the 
uninitiated, he has little resemblance. 
Although his genetal ways and bearing 
may certainly proclaim him of the same 
family, in size and appearance the relation- 
ship is as that of a lion to a tabby cat, 
or a tarpoon to a herring. Sce him as 
he stands on a pinnacle of rock, outlined 
clear against the sky, his hotns near his 
haunches, sweeping back in a massive 
curve. Still ae the tock itsclf he stands, 

et instinct with life, alert and ready, 

is watchful gaze bent steadfastly 
downward, calm and confident in his 
unapproachable security. ‘To the eye of a 
sportsman no morte glorious and soul- 
stirring sight than this. Or again, see 
him dead on the snow. If it be our 
first experience, we at once exclaim at 
his balk. Look at his legs and hoofs—~ 
more like those of a calf than a goat— 
and what a revelation ate his horns. 
Then try to lift, or even move him and 
our wonder and respect are doubled-~ 
five or six times the weight of our 
domestic friend, we say, and we may 
not be far wrong. In life, viewed in 
the distance, among mountains of such 
vast proportions, there had been no 
conception of euch massivencss; the 
harmony was too perfect. Tt required 
close quarters, and comparison, to bring 
forth the revelacon. 

‘The distribution of the Ibex is far 
wider than that of any of che other goats. 
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He extends from. the Himalayas north- 
ward, to the Altai mountains and the 
Pamirs, and westward, not only ta the 
Afghan and Persian mountains, but inta 
Asia Minor and Europe. This distri- 
bution naturally entails varieties—~in 
bulk of body and length and massivencas 
of horn—-but none are as fine as those 
to be found in the Himalayas. Till more 
recent years, these were, I suppose, 
unsurpassed, but in these days, if a 
sportsman is not disposed to be content 
with a horn under go inches (go or 
thereabouts is now considered a good 
head in Kashmir), be must harden his 
heart, and go further afield,

HIE fact, that hunting bas not as 
yet come under official censure, 
does not mean that it wil! not do 
80 in due course. - However, if dt doce, 
it will transpire that -we do possess 
a democratic hound which may tend to 


brighten, in some measure, the colour 
of an unglamorous und without 
too much interference from inquisitive 
authority. 


Little exception can be taken to the 
beagle or to the art of beagling. To 
atart with, be is the smallest of the 
English hounds and it ares little 
cost to maintain a pack. 
he does no , and since the hunt 
staf arid Geld follow founds on foot, 
they in turn do a negligible amount 
of harm to crops or fences, and their 
‘port is sot spoiled by the preseace of 
‘wire. 


A Merry Animal 
The ie the hare, and although 
by eatin exacts her fad of come 
eating young wheat, roots the 
bark of trees, she has never been classed, 
ae has the “‘ wicked” fox, a wanton, 
destructive, Verminous creature. in fact, 
the hare is a useful animal and makes a 
great excuse for those who arc fond of 
ted currant jelly to indulge in their fancy. 
It is, therefore, not likely that she will 
ever be officially exterminated by the 
authorities. From the foregoing it could 
be argued that beagling, may survive 
other forms of hunting, if hunting were 

ever opposed.

The origin of the to is obscure, 
bat he is claimed ro be of purely British 
breeding. The beagle was in cxistence 
in the reign of Henry VU, and Queen

to the conclusion that somewhere way 
back he is related to the Talbot, the 
common Norman ancestor of all our 
hounds, and that he is « ‘ Dwarf,” or

Danger Of Extinction 
In spite of the antiquity of the breed, 
“*Nimrad” (Charles James Apperley), 





” Puss.” 


one of our most famous chroniclers in 
matters connected with the chase, when 
writing on the subject in the 1830's, 
states that the beagle was at the period 
in danger of extinction. The Peegle 
then secms to have been chiefly employed 
to shoot over, or a6 a finder for, 
coursing matches. ‘“‘ Nimrod” men- 
tions the existence of two packs at some- 
thing of a novelty. Elsewhere, it is 


recorded that in 1886 there were 18

packs in the British Isles. Tt secma that 
at a later date there must have been a 
tremendous revival, for in a hunting 
directory dated 1938-9, that 1 posters, 83 
packs arc shown; and the directory 
makes no mention of one or two private 
packs that ] knew were in existence at 
that time. The teason for such an 
increase scems obvious, Everyone, in- 
cluding the butcher, the baker, and the 
candlestick-maker, kept a horse, until 
the motor cat drove him off the road, 
and was instrumental in turning him, 
from a necessity, into an expensive 
usury to be possessed by the few. In 
those days, anyone could pull their old 
horse out of the shafts and have a hunt. 
Nowadays such a state of affairs does not 
exist; the horse is almost a rare sight, 
but the love of hunting still remains, 
and an afternoon’s sport with a pack of 
beagles, without® much expense and 
without undue frills, is the only answer, 
for many and a very good answer it is, 
tao. 


Beagles arc not well known in India, 
because horses are easier to come by and 
cheaper to keep; it is nor felt that a 
foot pack would ever have won a great 
deal of support. Major-General Victor 
Wakely had a few couple, and | believe 
that there was a pack in Ceylon at onc 
time. It seems 2 pity, because the make 
and shape of the beagle is more suited 
to the going out here than that of the 
foxhound, who is inclined to be over- 
topped and who possesses very straight 
lege with cat feet, a combination that 
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does not tend to lessen the jar that the 
fore-legs must inevitably coceive whilst 
galloping across bard ground, resulting 
in a great deal of lameness, A pack of 
16” or ry" beagles might well have shown 
excellent sport in India, wince it would 
be fast enough to ride to, and since a 
beayle’s nose might serve even better 
than that of a foxhound’s in a cold 
seenting comntry. 





Of Great Value 


The beagle’s yreatest contribution 
to the sporting world is undoubtedly his 
educational value. A young man can 
Jearn more about the art of hunting by 
followings a pack of beagles than by any 
other means. To start with the houods 
are his sole concern; he does not have 
to worry about a horse; then, if he is 
fit, he can keep up with hounds quite 
easily and concentrate upon hound-work 
to his best advantage. At an early age 
he may find that he ia asked to whip-in 
to, or even hunt, a pack of beagles, und, 
if he pursues his sport into the realm of 
foxhunting, who knows hetter how and 
when to save a tired horse during a long 
hunt, than a man who bas had to slog along, 
all day across heavy plough after 4 pack 
of beagles on foot ? 


Beagling, has been reeagnised as a 
healthy sport by the educational world, 
You will find chat peck are kept at 
schools, such as, liton, Ampleturth, 
Radley and Downside, in addition te the 
ancs at the Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge. 1 was told the other day 
that the pack at Downside was recently 
fonned through the initiative of one of 
the boys. ‘The result produced so much 
enthusiasm that the Monks on the staff 
built the kennel with their own 


hands. 


Many famous Masters of Hounds have 
started their hunting carecra with beagles, 
including Parson Jack Milne of the 
Cattistock, Mr. LB. Barelay of the 
Puckeridge ( the G.O.M. of fexbunting, 
he hes been a M.PLLL for over so years 
and is stil going strony) and Lord 
Knutsford, anc even the Prince Consort 
and William Pitt the Lilder, had a stab at 
it in their time. 


There is no need for those who own 
horses to be scornful about the beagle : 
he has made a great contribution towards 
the chase, and as for those of @ sporting. 
turn of mind that do nor own a horse, 
well, the proof of their gratitude rowards 
him is to be found in the fact that in 1886 
there were 1% packs, whereas by 1934, 
their number had increased 10 89.

T will be to the 

credit of Lady Nye that 

she has been so successful 
in drawing out, from their cus- 
tomary shyness, so many Indian 
women, thus fitting them into 
useful channels of social service 
and welfare work, in the com- 
paratively short time of one year. 
This rates as the consensus of 
opinion among the women of 
Madras. With her charming 
personality, she has the knack 
of getting the confidence of the 
Indian women generally, Lady 
Nye has the advantage over her 
predecessors of having heen born 
in India, in the hill station of 
Murree ; and she has, therefore, 
an innate love and tegard for 
everything Indian. ‘ 

Lady Nye is, today, 42 years 
of age, tall and graceful; she 
has a happy disposition and a 
ready smile for everyone. Her 
father, General Sir Harry Knox, 
was Adjutant-General to the 
Army in England. She married 
Sir Archibald Nye in 1939, and 
they have one child, a daughter, 
two years old. 

Both Sir Archibald and Lady 
Nye were in India when war broke 
out, Sir Archibald in) command 
of an Indian Brigade and Lady Nye 
as Chief of the St. John Ambulance 
in Nowshera, near Peshawar. 

With great tenacity of purpose 
and a rare ability for organisation, 
Lady Nye set her heart on starting 
a maternity hospital in the 
Frontier Province, a part of 
India where women observe the 
strictest purdah, and where few 
were available to take their part in 
social service. She succeeded, 
where others would have failed, 
in establishing a well-equipped 
first-rate maternity and child wel- 
fare centre near Nowshera, which 
today serves the -people of 
over a dozen villages in the 
neighbourhood, 

Coming out to Madras just a 
year ago, she has devoted most of 
her time to, and has interested 
herself in, charitable organisations, 
while her husband has shouldered 
the administrative responsibilities 
of the province. 

Lady Nye takes a live interest 
in social, maternity and child 
welfare work, hospitals, guild 
service and Red Cross; there is 
hardly any institution in this 
sphere with which she is not 
connected in one capacity or 
another. But, she has declined 
to be the executive head of any 
of these organisations, for she 
firmly believes that there are 
enough able and clever educated 
Indian women to occupy these 
positions, who should be given a 
chance to conduct their affairs 
themselves. She feels that she 
should simply play the role of an 
adviser, thus encouraging Indian 
women to shoulder responsibilities 
without hesitation, By adopting 
this policy, Lady Nye has 
succeeded, in no small measure, 
in drawing educated Indian women

out of their seclusion, and allot- 
ting them responsible jobs in the 
numerous welfare organisations 
throughout the presidency. With 
His Excellency she has toured all 
the districts in the province of 
Madras, there being few  institu- 
tions of hospitals she has not 
inspected, 

Her latest achievement was the 
opening of the Madras Provincial 
Welfare Fund, which received 
excellent response throughout the 
province, The fund is non- 
political and non-religious — in 
character and is intended solely 
for affording succour to stricken 
people, regardless of caste, creed 
or colour, 

Indelibly engraved on her 
memory, is the time Lady Nye 
endured the worst blitz of the war 
in London in 1942, when, as 
Head of the Women’s Voluntary 
Service Organisation at Chelsea, 
she spent many sleepless nights, 
tending the wounded and helping 
to alleviate the suffering of the 
victims of enemy bombing.

day, while casually 
pages of an old 
tishing diary, the name “* Aipa 
Ghat” suddenly drew omy attention 
to a brief cntry dated April 3, 1940.

My Shooting 
Autobiography

OR some seasons after leaving 
Jubbulpore---and our beloved 
jungle of Sinprampur which we 

had louked upon as our own particular 
presets for five wood years. 1 got very 
ite shooting, In 1938 I had taken 
over the job of ‘Translation Officer, 
G.HLQ., India, and Editor of the Faxji 
Akbbar and was stationed at Simla the 
whole year round. [had taken a fovely 
house down at ‘Tata Devi, a few miles 
below Simla, and though, on my walks 
with the dogs, they often put up one of 
the fine hill pheasants which abound 
there, U refrained from shooting as. it 
was all State territory and, tempting 
though it was, 1 bad no wish tw poach. 
It was not until after the outbreak of 
war in 1939, when my office was shifted 
to Delhi, that my gun was once ugain 
regularly in my hands, 

1 had taken a house in Cavalry Lines 
in Old Delhi and, running out occasionally 
into the open counrry near-by in my 
old ‘Chev, 1 very soon apotted scrub 
jungle and open fields, which, in my 
opinion, were likely to hold hare and 
partridge. Sure enough, they did and 
J spent many a pleasant and profitable 
Jeisure hour pottering about after these 
other varicties of small game, such as 
Blue Pigeon, snipe, duck and last, bur 
nor Teast, the occasional goose. 


In Fierce Defence 


‘The first time I went out after snipe 
J was taken out by a local wbikari who 
Promised numerous wisps of these 
clusive birds, We drove along to where 
the road from Old Delhi joins the 
Ambala road and then turned off to the 
left, passing through some guava gardens 
and on tl we reached a small canal. 
We then turned down again tu the left 
and travelled along the banks of the canal 
for a few hundred yards. Here, we 
stopped the car and moved down 
where there were patches uf water with 
low reeds. The snipe were there, sure 
enough, though net in great number, 
and | managed to bag a few brace. My 
shooting was suddenly interrupted by 
loud and angry shounng in a piercing 
female voice. ‘This was turned into a 
duet by equally loud and angry expostula- 
tions from my shikari. Looking in the 
direction of the nvise, 1 saw a furious 
village woman hurling large stones at the 
shikari, who was handicapped in his 
efforts to dodge these missiles by the 
fact that he was knee-deep in slush! 
Apparently, the villagers Pad planted 
the shingara nut in these pools and were

‘The potentiality which Mr. 
Montgomery has apparently just realised 
is that it is possible to tell a story in the 
first person insteal of the third. So, 
strapping a caineta on to his shoulder, 
and photopraphing vverything Srom thar 
view-point, he embarks on the cincumatiy 
autobiography of a private detective. 

Now the story-teller who sets out to 
tell a story in the lirst person immediately 
handicaps himself. He can only relate 
what he himself sees and thinks. Ile 
can’t tell you what's going en next dove, 
Deeause he can’t be in two places at once ; 
be can’t tell you what somebody ¢lse ix 
thinking, because he doesn't know ; tnd 
he can’t say why Sic Montague was 
reading “Forever Amber wheo the 
paper bilite was stuck in his back, 
because he hasn't yer found out, Agd 
these things are pretty important when 
it comes to telling x detective yarn, 
But if the author relates his story in the 
third person, he doesn’t suffer trom any 
of these disadvantages~-he can be 
ubiquitous, omniscient, omnipresent. 

So can the movie-cameta. in fact, it 
is just these qualities which enable the 
tatera to tell a story rather than merely 
to record a staye-play. The camera 
has no limitations it can creep through 
hey-holes, diagnose the mind, jump from 
a New York flop-house to the snows of 
Mount vere: Tt cat accentuate an 
atmosphere by cunning photography, or 
stress a personality by adopting unusual 
camera-angles. 

Conscyuently, it is clear that by 
arbitrarily restricting the scope of the 
camera by allowing it to show only what 
is seen through one man’s eyes, the 
director makes a difficule job ten times 
more difteult, Fle cannot, for instance, 
use the most commun of all film artifices 
the ' cut "—from one scene to another 



























totally different. All his shows have to 
“crack or ‘Span; his camera can 
never shoot from a spot other than that 
upon which his hero is physically present. 


Ingenious Handling 

‘The ways in which Mr. Montgomery 
tries to overcome the handicaps of his 
piedium are ingenious and interesting, 
although | occasionally found my: 
being. irritated at the _ interminable 
undulating “tracking "of the camera, 
as the character it was portraying walked 
up pardea-paths ‘and though offices. 
Montgomery, however, makes full use of 
the novelty of his technigue by a cate- 
fully-planned series of incidents designed 
to show off its capabilities.

(Harrap & ©, 15/-) 1 saw the 
newspaper announcement of his death. 
Then § recalled how, some years ago, 
a London magazine had instituted 4 
featare, entitled Self-Obituaries. Mr. 
Agate’s was by far the most outstanding 
of that series. It scintillated with wit 
and gentle irony, and it made the reader 
feet that Death himself would be prepared 
senially to open his portals to the writer, 
with a warm handshake, and possibly, for 
Mr. Agate’s delight, there wenld be his 
favourite brand of cigats and champagnc 
provided and, oa the other side, his 
choice of the immortals —-1 fazlitt, Die! 
and ©. 1. Montague, Irving and Sarah 
Bernhardt--would no doubt he waiting 
expeetantly to greet him, rubbing their 
hands with polemical glee. 

Though, in the present volume, which 
is even more sprightly and delightful 
than the previous books in the series, 
Mr. Agate has stated that ‘‘ the artist, 
having worked tike a horse to entertain 
his public, should be Jud back to some 
stahle of his own choosing and there left 
to enjoy his evening feed in peace,”

Superb Crafisman 


With the exception of his novels 
which, like Bernard Shaw’s cforts in 
this medium, are brilliant, dogmatic and 
boring, J think IT have tread all of 
Mr. Agate’s writings, and they have, in 
their capecial flavour, given me more 
pleasure and exhilaration than those of 
any contemporary author, His lige 
scries has nat the literary exeellence of 
Arnuld Hennett’s Jorrna/s, bat it has 
Pepysian qualities and a gusto horn of a 
prave percipicnt delight in’ theatrical 
lore which make it unique, He w 
master of quotation and in’ his 
phrase: he “ foraged for meanings.” One 
of the most sedulows craftsmen of his 
time, his judgment was usually incisive 
and illuminating. He bad the knack of 
both cultivating barrenness and of paint- 
ing upon vacuity—~as rcadérs of his 
cinema criticisms will appreciate. His 
notice Of a third-rate Hollywood film 
frequently became, by its Apatian wit, & 
minor work of art. He would begin his 
Sanday Times Drama Column with the 
sentence —' Like some light wincs, some 
American farecs will not travel,” and 
one had a clear vision of the type of 
entertainment to come, At times his 
fevity became a Jitle too flippant, as 
the play in the twenticr, calle “A Bad 
Night,”’ was summicd up in Mr. Apate’s 
two-word potice-—" Uw: Bur the 
most gossamer of his trivialities usually 
exuded a volcanic common sense and a 
supech felicity of phrase. 

Hig Ego ‘series, however, wae not 
without 308) defects. A fellow critic 
once accused him of “shoving gobs of 
French all over the place,” 

He restrained his French quotations 
in the later volutes, but che subject of 
Surah Bernhardt, like Uncle Dick and his 
Prooccupation with King Charles’ head 
in David Copperfield, kept croppng up 
in all his writings. This actress, and his

GHittering Limelight 


Mr. Agate would probably have 
chjoyed — Impresario Hurok 
(Macdonald & Co,, Ltd., 15/-) which— 
as the blurb says—places before the 
seader a pageant of the world’s greatest 
artists, Mr. Hurok, a Russian, is the 
Cochran of America. 

Books on and by celebrities in the 
theatre world generally make good 
reading, and this is no exception. ‘The 
major portion of this memoir is 
devoted to reminiscences of Chaliapin, 
Pavlova and Isadora Duncan, — the 
temperamental riddles and _clectric 
instability of whose genius are admirably 
conveyed to the reader, In the case of 
the lase mentioned, the author says, ‘* you 
can neither put a curb on the west wind, 
nor counsel patience to a cyelone.” The 
chapters dealing with Isadora’s stormy 
relationship with her young Russian 
husband, the cecentric poet, Serge 
Tssenin, are spiritedly humorous, 
Intimate glimpses into the private lives 
of a score of world-famous artists arc 
provided, and the glitter and radiance of 
the theatre constanily emanate from 
Mr. Hurok’s pages. There is a revealing 
description of Uday Shankat’s American 
tours under the egis of Mr. Hurok, 
and of a “shocking disaster which 
neatly wrecked Shankar's entire carcer as a 
dancer.” 

Mr. Hurok, like most impresarios, 
has had his ups and downs. At the 
worst, he found himself spending the 
nights en henches in New York’s Central 
Park, but his optimism prevailed, and 
instead of debating the advantages of 
jumping out of a window, he passed 
those dark hours by enjoying the fresh 
air and the peace of the city after 
midnight. 

Mr, Hurok’s moods are variable ; 
sometimes he is the Tehehovian dreamer, 
but more often we see him as the level- 
headed — businessman — balancing his 
histrionic puppets with tact and sympathy, 
For his artistic integrity and his un- 
bounded enthusiasm for the worthwhile 
in the theatre, he patently deserves his 
success. His book—and particularly the 
passages which describe his own part in 
the renaissance of the ballet—is 2 warn 
and human accaunt of the Thespian 
world, 








A Brilliant Fantasy 

It is many years since I read ‘1. HH. 
White's popular novel, The Sword in 
the Stome, an Arthurian burlesque. 
Mr, White’s new book, Mistress Masham’ s 
Repose (Jonathan Cape, 83, 6d.), T had 
geen described as a whimsy about Lilli- 
putians in the modem world and 1 was 
inclined to fegard the idea as a 
merefricious device or, in Yankee 
parlance, a waxy piece of hokum. I was 
wrong, however, for the book is onc 
of the most enchanting fantasies I have 
read for many a long *y It is the sort 
of thing which Walter de la Mare, with 
an additional surge of inspiration, might 
have written, and it has echoes of Erew 
and Alice in Wonderland and the subtle 
delightful casuistrics of Evelyn Waugh’s 
early novels. 

It is the story of Maria, a ten year old 
orphan who lived a secluded unhappy 
life in a large feudal mansion, ca’ 
Malplaquet. She is harassed by her 
guardian, the Reverend Hater, whose 
eyes, “lurked like oysters” behind his 
thick spectacles, and by Miss Brown, her 
governess, who, whén she sat. down, 
oe spread, as a toad does on one’s band,” 
This necrophilic pair planned to sttal 
Maria's heritage and their dastardly 
schemes conetitute the main threads of 
the story. It happened, however, that 
Maria, one day, strayed away to the

Masham’s Repose, on an island in the

he life of these tiny folks-—they are only 
six Inches high!—is depicted with an 
amaziag wealth of imagination. They 
have their own complete social order. 
‘They have midget harpoons with which 
they ensnate pike and roach in the Temple 
pool, and have harnessed amall rats for 
their hunting expeditions. ‘They cook 
wood lice—which tum red when boiled 1 
—just as we boillobaters. Their enemies 
are those dive-bombers—the magpies 
and the owls, 

But one would have to quote endlessly 
to convey to the readee a measure of 
Mr. White's superb creative abilitics, 
His writing in itself is exceptional, as in 
the following passage— 

“The sun was in a tyrant’s mood-— 
Maria could almost see the javelins of 
radiation being . hurled out in all 
uircetions, as he jingled and hammered 
away like a Siva with a thousand arms, 
on the cloudless anvil of the sky.” 

Or this felicitous alliteration—~ 

“Shortsighted badgers, at the din, 
faded their starlit streak of snout into a 
deeper darkness.” 

The story has philosophical implica- 
tions and a steady current of excitement, 
‘The Professor, the Lord Lieutenant, 
Mrs. Noakes (who has trouble with her 
gramma: and = Police Constable 
Yumbledum are robustly humorous 
characters, ang the Northampton country- 
side in spring, with its mythical villages 
of Idiot’s Utterly, Pigseaton, Biggles- 
westerleigh, High Hiccough and Mome, 
is described in a cascade of poctic 
mellifluence. 

This is a lovely tale that, for the moat 
part, should appeal to children as much as 
to adults. 


Many Red Herrings 


Mrs. Agatha Christie is most prolific 
in her output and she manages to 
maintain her high standard of skill with 
a laudable consistency. Her latest book, 
Tbe Hollow (Collins’ Crime Scries, Re. 5-4), 
deals with a country-house murder.

EETHOVEN'S Second Symphony 
in D major takes a strange, hybrid 
tron between past and future 
im the great artist’s crestive work 
Character and contents of thus symphony 
aso etill very much within the then 
accepted standard of classical com- 
position, wheress the means of musical 
¢xpression employed already point to the 
tater Beethoven, the poet of symphonic 
composition 
Viennese of 1804, the year of the 
first petformance of ‘this symphony, 
thought the work laborious, self-cod 
scious and heavy handed They were 
so shocked by the unbridled vivacity 
of the last two movements, that they 
failed to see that 1t was still casentually 2 
clasatcal product 


Attractive Simplicity 


The harmonics of thie symphony are 
not as ‘ bold’ to our cars as they were to 
the listener of 1863, and whet attracts us 
to-day 1s its simplicity and its sunshin: 
tadiance The slow movement, whic! 
alternates between sweet melancholy 
and simple bhesfulncss, as the highlight 
of the work and shows the creative powers 
of Beethoven at a height only reached by 
the greatest before him It foreshadows 
many symphonic works of later genera- 
tions, and especially Schubert's great C 
major symphony 

The Bostonians under Koussevitaky 
(H.M V , DBS 8849, DB 8850-2) gtve a 
vivid, youthful formance, remerkable 
for its fire and conviction The re 
cording comes out well and a more 
po erful backing of the cbullient mood 
of the first and last movements, of

and tree and leaves which may be freshly 
broken in his home.” This should be 
borne in mind when tying up a mvachan, 
No timber should be cut within a radius 
of soo yards from the selected spot. 
Care should be taken that the leaves on 
the machen should face outward; no 
sticks or leaves should be left lying about, 
and last, but not least, you should make 
yourself comfortable and see your legs 
do not cramp, or else the slightest 
movement may spoil all chance of # shot, 


An animal, when fired at, will 
invariably travel in the ditection in which 
is facing. Ic is, therefore, not 
advisable to fire at any of the dangerous 
type when facing you, the animal will 
eventually turn away and then is your 
chance for a .shoulder shot. These 
remarks do not apply to the solitary lone 
boar; these old patriarche are often 
sulky, and dangerous to meddic with, 
and few, if any, among the felidae date to 
measure their strength with such grim 
and powerful adversaries.

How is it possible to walk over rou 
stony ground without being heard 
creatures like the eambur, or any of the 
deer tribe animals who are constantly 
being stalked by their naturel four-footed 
enemica, such aé the panther or tiger with 
paws of' velvet, who creep to their prey” 
without rustling a leaf, and, even then, 
often fail? 

Hillmen seldom wear shoes, and, with 
the exception of a dhofi, are little en- 
cumbered with clothing. This is a great 
advantage to them, but the carcful, 
though unhesitating, way they. tread, 
avoiding alike brittle sticks, loose stones, 
and crackling leaves ; the wonderful skill 
with which one of these wild men of 
the woods will, stooping, pase under a 
mass of overhanging thorns and 
brambles, hatdly disturbing a twig, ahould 
be witnessed to be appreciated. The 
pace should be always slow. How- 
ever accustomed a man’s eye may be to 
take in everything within range, it is 
quite impossible that he can examine, 
properly; each petal of scrub and tangled 
thicket when walking quickly. Every 
sportsman in ia knows what an 
exceedingly difficult thing it is to sce a 
spotted deer when it is standing perfectly 
stili in the thicket. In the middle of a 
clump of overhanging bushes, the anima! 
is almost undistinguishable to any but the 
practised cye, and it takes time and care 
to detect creatures in their natural haunts, 
furnished aa they are by nature for 
concealment and protection, with coats 
exactly similar in shade and colour to 
the objects around them. When passing 
through thick cover, pause every naw 
and then for a moment of two, and make 
the best use of your ears, Stoop down 


when passing heavy clumps of over- 
hanging shrubs and bushes, and look 
well underneath. 


Re ition Of Spoor 
And tain Poors 


Make yourself thoroughly acquainted 
with spooring, snd never be above 
acquiring information on the subject from 
the tribes capable of instructing you. 
You should be acquainted with © the 
footprints of every animal in the jungle, 
and be able to form an opinion on how 
Jong it is since the creature passed by, 
and whether it was walking at the time, 
or going at speed. Be familiar with the 
vatious calls and cries of the inhabitants 
of the forest ; be able to distinguish and 
recognise their alarm notes, such as, the 
bark of the khakur, the cail of the spotted 
deer, the bell of the sambur, whether 
startled ot otherwive. The calls of birds 
frequently afford information. Wild 
animals know how to profit by such 
tokens and so should you as a shikari. 

Pea-fowl make a queer chuckling 
noise when a panthet or tiger is on the 
move. Hy perseverance and attention, 
the young sportsman will soon become 
familiar with the ways and habits of wild 
animals, and their various crics and 
modes of communication and warning, 

Finally, make it a practice always to 
carry your own , and never to move « 
step forward without reloading your gun 
after firing, whether succes: or not, 
and make it your wont, invariably, to 
walk up to the spot where the object you 
fired at was standing or passing, even 
when convinced that your ‘bullet has 
missed its mark.
